seizing the first thing that came to hand as

thicker where the highest 
lights fall on the

and 
there are, in the power aud majesty of 
their anger, the stateliness of their sailing, 
the changeful curving of their necks, the 
sweep «vf their spreading wings, aud the 
! snow of their breasts, like ruffled velvet. 
, Half a dozen strokes of a brush, a little 
■ white and black paint, and a bit of waste 
paper have set them ail before us with 
Turntr’s unrivaled skill. 
Kven to think 
of such work as this in comparison with 
our own may inspire us with emulation or 
till us with despair, it depends in a measure 
upon what is born with us -whether the 
“ed anch ’io son pittore” be a teeming 
promise or an empty boast. 
Brown paper of the darkest shade and 
thickest texture and gray paper of a cool 
granite tint are just now much iu demand 
as materials for painting upon for dados, 
panels, cornices, and book-covers aud other 
things. 
They give a background on which 
the light and shade are at uuce relieved ; 
aud, w hile gray paper is the soitest, brown 
paper, partly by the contrast of the rough 
surface, gives’^ the 
most 
relief. 
The 
best 
brown 
paper 
for 
the 
purpose 
is 
the 
stout, 
continuous 
kind 
used 
by paper-hangers 
and 
upholsterers for 
j backing, which can be had at all the car­ 
I p?t w arehouses in any quantity. 
The col­ 
ors aie oil paints in tul>es or water colors, 
v. cll ground with Chinese white, used w ith 
tine bristles or red sable brushes. Another 
method is to lay on the Chinese white, 
well ground to the consistence of thin 
cream, and when it i* dry to paint over it 
with ordinary water colors. 
lied sable 
brushes are also the best for both the latter. 
Minute finish is out *>: character with the 
kind of work ; the effects should be put in 
broadly, and the designs be disliuct aud of 
few large objects. 
Brown paper will not bear much india- 
rubber, and iu lading on the Chinese white 
it is better, if possible, to do so without 
any outline at all. 
Ii one is necessary, it 
should be either transferred or sketched in 
with charcoal, which can be dusted off if a 
mistake is made. 
Neither paper requires 
sizing previously cr varnishiDg afterwards. 
All water color painting, on whatever ma­ 
terial, can 
be removed, and therefore 
smudged, with w a ter; 
therefore, 
door 
pauels, book covers, or anything else to be 
painted, must be carcfuliy cut out, lixed 
in place with embroidery paste, and left to 
dry thoroughly before the coloring is be­ 
tún. 
A dado can only be properly put up 
by 
the 
paper-hanger. 
Book 
covers 
should be turned over the edges and 
faced with colored paper. 
A %ood de­ 
sign for door-pant 1s is four water-plants, 
one in each, standing up immediately from 
the bottom, with a few horizontal lines be- .

level in all four, 
The left hand upper 
pniiel may be the arrow head, with blue 
butterflies; tbe next a yellow ir»s, with 
green and gold dragon-li.es.

A 
brown screen would look well with sun­ 
flowers aud bulrushes, with blue butterflies 
011 alternate panels, the yellow and the 
brown shading into the color of the ground. 
For gray paper, flights of swallows, with 
peach and plumb aud cherry blossoms here 
and there, would be suitable. 
Flat conventional flowers, like those in 
leaded glass, are adapted for painting of 
this kind, and when they are employed the 
background may be diapered with a darker 
shade of the same color, using sepia or 
Vandyke brown for the 
brown paper, 
Payne’s gray for the other tint. 
Studies 
of 
flowers, 
to be afterward 
combined 
and painted from for aesigus, are easily 
and quickly made on brown and gray 
paper, and it is excellent practice to copy 
casts ou it in white, leaving the paper 
itself for the deepest shade, using thin 
white for the half lights and thicR tor the 
highest. 
Borders can also be painted in 
white, shaded with Vandyke brown or 
Payne’s gray. 
Brown paper may be gilt 
by using Judson’s or Besiemer’s goid-iike 
ordinary paint. 
The color of the gold w ill 
be much richer if the design is previously 
gone over with vermillion ; and it must be 
outlined w’ith black, the darkest shade of 
brown 
r vermilion on the right sides.

Ground coffee affords a field for adultera­ 
tion, and for this purpose chicory, carrjts, 
caramel, date seede. etc., are the sub­ 
stances most commonly used. 
The beans 
have cf late years been skillfully imitated, 
but aa coffee is mostly purchased in the 
ground condition, the chief point for the 
consumer ia to be able to form some idea 
as to the character of the latter article, 
and the following are a few simple and re­ 
liable tests : 
Take a little of the coffee 
and press it between the fingers, or give 
it a squeeze in the paper iu which it ia 
bought; if genuine, it w ill not form a co­ 
herent mas®, as coffee grains are hard and 
do not readily adhere to each other ; but 
if the grains stick to each other and form 
a sort of “ cake,” we may be pretty sure 
of adulteration in tbe shape of chicory, 
for the gra ns of chicory are softey and more 
open, and adhere without difficulty when 
squq^zed. 
Again, if we place a few grains 
iu a saucer 
and 
moisten 
them with 
a 
little 
cold water, chicory will very 
quickly 
become 
soft 
like 
bread 
crumbs, 
while 
Coffee 
w ill 
take 
a long time to soften. 
A third test : take 
a wine-glass or a tumbler full of water aud 
gently drop a pinch of the ground coffee on 
the surface of the water without stirring or 
agitating; genuine coffee will float for 
some time, whilst chicory or any other soft 
root will soon sink ; and chicory or cara­ 
mel will cause a yellowish or brownish 
color to diffuse rapidly through the water, 
while pure coffee will give no sensible tint 
under such circumstancies for a considera­ 
ble length of time. 
“ Coffee mixtures ” or 
“ coffee improvers ” should be avoided. 
They seldom consist of anything but chic­ 
ory and caramel. 
“ French coffee, 
so 
widely used at present is generally ground 
coffee, the beans of which have been roasted 
with a certain amount of sugar, which, 
coating over the bean, has retained more 
of th(T original aroma than in ordinary 
coffee, but this, of course, at the expense 
of the reduced percentage of coffee due to 
the presence of the caramel.—[The Sani­

We aro in great 
want of that variety of employment that 
¡rives all classes something to do that will 
help to keep the wolf from the door and 
prevent the evil tendencies of idleness. 
We 
have had some practical experience in the 
business in this State, and what observations 
we shall make on the subject will be from a 
oractical standpoint. 
That the soil and cli­ 
mate are favorable in some sections for the 
growth of the tree, and the quality of the 
leaves to be fed to the worms, i.-, in our 
opinion, a pretty certain proposition, 1 ut 
these sections do not embrace all the State 
by

I t will contain too great an amount • f water 
aud too little propottí mate fiber and glu'.in. 
The worm may do well ou suca leav s duriag 
the early sta,es of its gro wth, but at r the 
last or. fourth molting it will very likely and 
almost srnely fail.

which they are in :he valley portions of the 
State la’ge area-*, are wholly uii‘uitid to 
silk culture.

I: is the pi notice 
in all silk-gro-,viug countries to hatch the 
worms for the tirst feeding about the tiuis 
the mulberry leaves begin to grow on the 
trees. 
Following this rule here we should 
have the first brood hatched about the iirst of 
April, 
During April and May the nights 
are too coo! as a rule for worms, without a 
resort to artificial heat. 
This objection could 
be overcome by the application of the neces­ 
sary heat, but it would be attended with an 
expense to a small feeding that would be most 
sure to absorb all the pr fits. 
It wiil be Seen 
that tlio 
objections' above 
stated would 
operate to limit the area of the State in 
which the natural co. ditiras are favorable 
for silk culture very materially.

they drive the culture away from those sec­

It is said that although the great, r part 
of the music of “ frihut de Z mora” is not 
up to the staudard of “ Faust,” a portion 
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her lost child, and in a prayer of musii 
fiiied w irh beseeching and despir, sh 


of the third act is fax superior to anything 
Gounod ha3 yet composed, and is itself not 
iiricrior to anything created up to the pres­ 
ent day. 
Stldom does the enthusiasm of 
an audience in that classical temple of art 
reach the same pitch as displayed at the 
first representation of “ Trihut de Za 
mora,” and the house fairly rang with crie3 
of “ Bravo !

so aff cted by his own ntusio that he leaned 
forward and grasped Mile. Krauss’ hand in 
an effusion of gratitude.

A h u h tltu k z .— Agriculture among the 
Indian**—say s the Colorado Farm er—seems 
to be steadily improving. 
Recent statir- 
tics show that the five civilized tribes in 
the Indian Territory cultivated over 300,­ 
000 acres of land during the season of 18S0, 
and raised 336,000 bushels of wheat, over 
2ÍÍ5.000 bushels of corn, 1 022,000 bushels 
of oats and nearly 600,000 bushels of 
vegetables. 
Taking tbe amount of wheat 
raised by Indians outside of these five 
civilized tribes and the amount is larger 
than was grown by all the farmers in Colo­ 
rado last year, to wit : 745,777 bushels, or 
a trifle over three-quarters of a million 
bushels. 
Two hundred thousand tons of 
hay were cut and 17,000 baleB of cotton 
raised. 
The sheep owned by thc.m is re­ 
ported over a million and a quarter, cattle 
nearly 400,000, and swine over this last 
amount. 
These very substantial results of 
Indian labor in agricultural fields are not 
to be overlooked in the consideration of 
the vexed question of what to do with 
these savage tribes. 
They indicate an ad­ 
vance in civilization hardly realized by the 
country at large. 


A mysterious star, called the Pilgrim, 
which was observed in !>45, 1264 and 1572, 
is expected by astronomers to apipiear be­ 
fore long. 
It was described in 1572 as 
brighter than Jupiter, and “ such was its 
brilliancy that persons were able to detect 
it at noon in a clear sky, and at night 
when the sky was so overcast as to hide all 
other stars.” 
It appears that it will prob­ 
ably be visible for several weeks in the 
constellation of Cassiopeia.

The sheep’s stomach 
relates to it as the skin of a sausage does 
to it. 
Take a sheep’s stomach, clean it 
thoroughly, scrape it, turn it inside cut, 
aud put it in suit and water ; take the 
lights, heart and liver of the sheep and 
miuce them quite fine ; added to them a 
pound of threaded suet, which also divide 
finely ; bake in to sconces a pound of oat­ 
meal ; to do this mix t e oat-raeal with a 
liable salt and water ; spread the paste thin 
on abaking-tin and bake it crisp; pound 
up line these sconces ; if not dry enough 
toast them ; add one chopped onion, aud 
season wjth salt and pepper ; add to this 
a t acupful of good strong-stoek ; put it all 
in the stomach and tew it up tig h t; put ¡1 
in a ]Fit of boiling water w ith a plate on 
top of it ; prick the bag in a good many 
places to prevent its bursting ; cook live 
hours. 
Cereals 
for 
Dyspegtics. — Cereals 
should, for a weak digestion, never be 
taken entire, such as whole w heat por­ 
ridges, or coar-e oatmeal, etc. 
It is ab­ 
solutely necessary that they shoul 1 be 
given in a form which allows the gastric 
juice to act upon them quickly. 
They 
should not be boiled or simmered witu 
milk, but with water, and 
have m:lk 
added to them afterwards. 
For sweeten­ 
ing purposes, a pure brown sugar is better 
thau white snyar. aud a little nutmeg or 
cinnamon is conducive to a quick digestion. 
These cereals should not be boiled in iron 
saucepans direct over the fire, but should 
one and all be steamed in ves.-ela that tit 
into others containing the boiling water. 
These are the usual farina boilers, either of 
porcelain, granite-ware or block tin. 
Sottps for W eak Stom achs—People 
with a weak digestión should frequently 
t -ke a light soup for dinner, only half a 
plato full, but guard w ell against those 
heavy concoctions which are greasy and 
contain a thicl.ish mass of unknown ma­ 
terial. 
Soups flavored with a little vege­ 
table, having some light fariuactou- m at­ 
ter to thicken them ; soups that contain 
the real essence of the meat, flavored lightly 
with pepper, salt, mace, etc,, such are the 
soups fit for people of weak digestion. 
H ealthy B reakfasts.— If a child were 
properly fed, it would, up to full adult 
size, not ask for any thing more for break- 
Ía - t h a n p- rridge, milk, breed and fruit. 
There would be no desire for animal mat­ 
ter early in the day, and this would not he 
required till later in the day. 
Our un­ 
scientific ways of 
eating have created 
tastes that may truly be called unnatural, 
and we stimulate the system ,’ when it 
should merely be fed and have matter to 
replace its waste. 
Among tho cereals for 
breakfast, which we should iik sto recom­ 
mend to a healthy and unspoiit digestioD, 
are those that have already undergone a 
certain process of desiccation, and, there­ 
fore, require lees cooking and less w'orking 
, uu in the stomach. 
The richest cercáis 
are wheat, Indian corn, oats, aud barley, 
! and their constituents are such as to fur- 
■ nish alt the elements of which we found, 
in nur first article, man was composed. To 
combine a good cereal porridge with healthy 
milk is about the best food the young can 
take in the early part of the day ; sweeten 
this with sugar or molasses and the palate is 
also pleased. 
It is when the taste has been 
early spoilt that we require stimulants in 
one Bhr.pt* or another. 
Those cereals are 
most beneficial for us that are the growth 
of our own climate, and givo us the resist­ 
ing power to its influence. 
Cereal cakes 
should not be entirely condemned, but may­ 
be made so that the digestion can deal with 
them properly. 
The first thing for a 
proper cocking of cereals is a proper cook­ 
ing utensil, and this shonld always be a 
ateam boiler, or one utensil contained iu 
another. 
W e refer to the porcelain ware, 
th e ‘ granite ware or the best block tin 
farina boilers. 
The cereals are always best 
cooked with water, milk being added later 
as well as sugar. 
The reason why it is 
better, particularly for the dwellers iu 
towns, to use prepared cereals, is, that the 
digestive organs of all townsfolk are in 
a weaker condition, and can, therefore, 
not undergo the hard work of digesting un­ 
prepared cereals.—[Mrs. Lewis in “ Food 
aud H ealth.”

Lemon C a k e .—One cupful butter, two 
cupfuls sugar, seven eggs, one and a half 
pints flour, one teaspoonful Royal baking 
powder, one tablespoonfnl Royal extract 
lemon. 
Rub to a light cream the butter 
and sugar ; add the eggs, two at a time, 
beating five minutes between each addi­ 
tion ; add the flour, sifted with the pow­ 
der, and the ex tra ct; mix into a medium 
batter ; bake in paper-lined tin, in a mod­ 
erate oven, forty minutes. 
C hocolate Souffle.— I ngredients: One 
pint of milk, 3 ounces butter, 6 ounces 
sugar, 10 ounces flour, 4 ounces chocolate 
in powder ami 6 eggs, 
llow to nse them : 
Boil 1 pint of milk, 8 ounces butter and 6 


ounces sugar together, and while boiling 
stir in 10 ounces fine flour aad work weli 
iu until the paste leaves the stew-pan quite 
free ; then add the chocolate and the yelks 
of ti egg3 ; mix well together, whisk the 
whites of 6 eggs to a firm snow and stir 
lightlv in tbe paste ; pour the mixture into 
a souáls-basin aud bake in a warm oven 
one hour ; serve in the basin on a napkin. 
M arb led C ak e.—This is made iu sep­ 
arate batters, a dark and light one'. 
For 
the dark one take : Oue half cupful butter, 
one cupful brown sugar, 2J cupfuls flour, 
teaspounful Royal baking powder, four 
yelks of eg^s, half cupful milk, one tea- 
spot nfui eacn Royal extract of cinnamon, 
cloves &n-i allspice. 
For the light out- 
t ike ■ 11 iif cupful butter, one ciíptui sugar, 


2 4 cupfuls flour, one ttaspoonful Royal 
baking powder, w h ies of tour egg-, half 
cupful milk, one teaspoouful of Royal ex­ 
tract of lemon. 
Both batters .. e made by 
rubbing the butter and sugar to a cream ; 
nddiog the eggs, beak a few minutes, ti en 
add the 11 ur, sifted with the ¡ twdtr, the 
extracts a d milk, and mix into smooth 
batters ravher firm.

rector refused to allow him to officiate, and 
from the communion rails protested strongly 
against tiie Bishop’s procedure, stating that 
he was in charge of the parish ami would 
not permit m^ru-ion. 
H e subsequently 
padlocked the church door and gates. The 
churchwardens broke the locks, and the 
Bishop’s curate officiated at the afternoon 
service. 
The C hm rh Timet (Engli.-h Hi..h Church) 
grants, for the sake of argument, that tbe 
Archbishop of Canterbury is right in call­ 
ing Ritualism “ Semi Romanism.” 
“ Bat 
surely,” it rejoins, “ if the half which is 
not Roman includes national autonomy, an 
open Bible, vernacular services and con- 
gregati .ral worship; a married clergy, and 
tue abolition of compulsory confession ; if 
it includes tho rijection of purgatory, in­ 
dulgences, invocation of saints, there-hgious 
use of images, the worship of relio», and 
the traffic in masses ; if it, in short, in­ 
volves the acceptance of the Prayer Biok 
and Articles—the most reverend prelate 
must admit that halt-Popery is so utterly 
different a thing from Pottery pure and 
simple that nothing he could say respect­ 
ing the oue would be in the least applica­ 
ble to the otlie-r. 
W e are quite wil'ing to 
grant, if any one likes, that our Church- 
manship Í3 modified Popery, but then it is 
Popery modified in the precise manner and 
the precise extent that the Reformation 
Settlem ent was intended to bring about.” 
“ Cold dead f rmalismri’says Mr. Moody, 
“ is what is making infidelity. 
There is 
too much formalism in both the Catholic 
and the Protestant churches. 
Healthy 
Christianity is not formalism. 
The adop­ 
tion of the principles of Christ is what we 
go in for. 
As to the investigations of sci­ 
entists and the idi.as of so-called philoso­ 
phers, we heed them not. 
W e believe in 
revelation. 
Job says, ‘ W ho can find out 
God by searching.’ 
I was a sceptic once 
when I was young ; yes, I was an ignorant 
sceptic. 
I could not give scientific reasons 
for my doubtiugs. 
In my judgment all 
‘ intelligent sceptics’ are really ignorant 
sceptics. 
All the scientists and material­ 
ists couldn’t shake my belief. 
The truth, 
the genuine truth, is w hat the world wants, 
and it is we, not the sceptics, who can pre­ 
sent it. 
Yes, if a man is a sceptic, let 
him be out and out like Ingersoll. 
W e’ll 
kno«- where he is then. 
I don’t like hypo­ 
crites. 
The coming contest is between 
those who beluve in a hereafter and thoBe 
who don’-t. 
The quicker it comes the bet­ 
ter. 
W e believe that, by the help of God, 
we will not go under in that struggle. 
Truth must conquer, aud wo have got it.”

There is a:, amusing legend attached twthis 
custom. 
The first tea cups (for Russia) 
were made at Cronst-dt, with a view of 
that city ut the bottom of tne cup.

often happened that the proprietors of the 
cab s did not make the tea to black as « as 
desirable, from moiives of economy, and a 
transparent liquor was the result. W here­ 
upon a waggish customer summoned the 
propr.< tor, and, pointing to hi. cup. ex­ 
claim ed: “ I see Croustaiit.” 
The sajing- 
pa-sed into a proverb, and 30, to prevent 1 
their customers “ seeing t’ronstadt” any 
more, glasses were intr .! „ ed, at the bot­ 
tom ot which they could see nothing. 
No 
article on tea could omit mention of Dr. 
Johnson and his great partiality for that 
beverage. 
In his review of Hanway’s 
“ Tea and Iks Pernicious Consequences,” 
he proclaims himseif as “ a hardened and 
shameless tea drinker, who has for many 
years diluted his meals «¡th 01.ly the in­ 
fusion of this fascinating pl ai t ; whose 
kettle has scarcely time to c n .l; who with 
tea amuses the evening, with tea solaces 
the mkiuights, and with tra welcomes tha 
morning.” 
“ B zzy” says that he supposes 
no one ever enjoyed «ith more relish the 
fragrant leaf ihau Johnson.

ties he drank of it at ai! hours wore so 
groat that his nerves must have been un­ 
commonly strong not to have been ex ­ 
tremely relaxed by such an intemperate 
use of it.

It is to save them­ 
selves trouble, madam, and not me.”

another occasion he said : “ W hat a de­ 
lightful beverage must that be that pleases 
all p'-lates at a time wiion they can take 
nothing else at breakfast.” 
Crocker men­ 
tions that the Doctor’s teapot held two 
quarts. 
Five o’clock tea is by 110 means a modern 
invention. 
It is of S ivies origin, aud is 
mentioned in the “ Almanack des Gour­ 
mands.” 
“ About 5 o’clock in the evening 
the lady of the house makes herself in the 
middle of the drawing-room some very 
strong tea, softened by a few drops of rich 
cream ; slices of bread and butter are 
served with it. 
Such is the Swis3 tea in 
all its sim plicity ; but in rich houees there 
are added cakes, preserved fruits, and even 
ices. 
It is served every day, and is the 
only meal to which strangers are invited.” 
Let us end with a statem ent of Balzac’s. 
W e cannot pretend to know whence he de­ 
rived it. 
The English Government (date 
not mentioned) allowed three criminals, 
condemned to death, to choose between be­ 
ing hung, or to live exclusively on tea, 
coffee or chocolate, without adding any 
other liquid.

and reata the reader, as it calls for no serious 
mental eff ort to unravel its plot, while its 
pictures of life in the Russian capital are ex­ 
ceedingly good, and are made so in large part 
by the ease with which they are drawn. 
One 
scarce realizes, indeed, that any effort is be­ 
ing made by the author to do more than re­ 
late personal love adventures, and yet all the 
time one is being whirled through the many 
phases of high life peculiar to that very pe­ 
culiar people, tne Russians.

This was to paint a life-like 
picture or Schiller ami his times.

history of culture and morel, and this path I 
Lave proposed to take, as I have attempted 
to produce and set up a faithful picture, in a 
frame not too rude, of that epoch on which, 
in spite of its shadows, no German can 1 ok 
lack w ithout his breast swelling with genuine 
pride.

POPULAR 
SCIENCE. 


A n Optical Experiment.—Many read­ 
ers may know the experiment in which a 
lighted'match or caudle being moved about 
near the side of one of the eyes in a dark 
room, reveals the network of blood vessels 
in the retina. 
A curious phenomenon of 
the same order has been lately observed by 
M. Cnarpemier. 
Looking at a sky uni­ 
formly illuminated w ith diffuse white light, 
i:e made the two fingers of his right hand 
(separate about 0.1 to 0 2ns), to pass rap­ 
idly to and fro before his eyes, and iu 
about half a minute the uuiforni aspect of 
the sky was greatly changed. 
On a white 
background appeared a mosaic composed 
of hexagons of violet purple color, sep­ 
arated by white lines. 
Other persons, he 
says, have repeated the experiment with 
success. 
He gives reason for thinking that 
the hexagonal images correspond to the 
cones in the fovea and yellow spot, which 
cones, pressed together, form 
a sort of 
hexagonal mosaic. 
The white lines proba­ 
bly correspond to filaments charged with 
crystals of pigment, which descend from 
the chorodian cells. 


C o n t in e n t s A lw a y s C o n t in e n t ^ I V o - 
fessor James D. Dana of i ale, corrects in 
a letter to the N ature the wrong statement 
of his position on the question of the per­ 
manency of continents made by M r. W all­ 
ace in his recent work on “ Island Life.” 
After showing where and what he has writ­ 
ten on this eubject, Professor Dana adds : 
“ The view that the continents have al­ 
ways been continents, which I have held 
for forty years, is written so plainly in the 
geology of North America that I am sure 
it would never have been set down among 
speculations, even by the most exacting of 
British geologists, had attention been fairly 
given to American facts. 
If the truth is 
not taught by British rocks, it is because 
these represent only a narrow margin of a 
continent, and heDce could not be expected 
to illustrate general continental develop­ 
ment, hardly more than an animal’s leg, 
however profoundly studied, the embryo- 
logical laws of the species.” 


D is in f e c t a n t s—Professor Beilstein.who 
has recently studied 
the various sub­ 
stances used for disinfection, arrives in a 
communication made to the St. Petersburg 
Techmcal Society, at the following conclu­ 
sions : sulphuric acid would be the best 
disinfectant if it did not deatroy the sides of 
the tanks; the nse of lime and of salts of 
lime ought to be completely renounced, as 
they but temporarily destroy bacteria, and 
under some circumstances may contribute 
to their developineut; nor does sulphate 
of iron, even in a solution of 15 per cent, 
ultimately destroy bacteria, as they- revive 
when put 
into a convenient medium. 
Therefore I’tofessor Bcilstein recommends 
sulphate of aluminium, which is used iu 
paper and printed cotton manufactures. 
The best means for providing it is to make 
a mixture of red clay with 4 per cent, of 
sulphuric acid, and to. add to this mixture 
some carbolic acid for destroying the smell 
of the matter which is to be disinfected. 
Copying Draw ings.—By a method pa­ 
tented by M. Joltrain of Paris, it is 
claimed that copies of drawings having 
nearly biack strokes on a white ground can 
be made by the following sensitizing mix­ 
ture : Gum, 25 grammes; chloride of so­ 
dium, 3 gram m es; perchloride of iron at 
45 deg. B., 10 cubic centime* ers; sulphate 
of peroxide of iron, 5 grammes; tartaric 
acid, 4 grammes; water to fill up to 100 
cubic centim ettrs. 
The developing bath 
may be a solution of feroccyanide of potas­ 
sium, red or yellow, acid or alkaline. 
The 
printing is done in the ordinary way, and 
the developing iu a bath of red or yellow 
prussiate of potash. 
After washing the 
proof is put into an acidulated bath, which 
darkens the lines to an indigo tint, and is 
again washed and dried. 
S upply 
of Coal 
is E ngland.—T he 
prognostications published some yeare ago 
with regard to the exhaustion of the Eng­ 
lish coi:fieids by the rapid increase in the 
rate of consumption have not apparently 
been verified. 
Oa the contrary, the econ­ 
omies effected, chiefij in connection with 
the iron trade, have had the result of 
keeping the annual consumption at a fixed 
figure—if anything, it has declined.

PARNELL 
AND THE LAND LEAGUE. 


Parnell appears to be getting into water 
too deep for him just now. 
His determina­ 
tion to resist the second reading of the Irish 
land bill has developed a very pronounced 
spirit of dissatisfaction and insubordination 
among the Home Rulers, and no less than 
twelve of them refused the other night to 
agree to his new policy. 
The fact no doubt 
is that those of his colleagues who are 
genuinely 
desirous of seeing the 
land 
question settled, realize the futility of a 
course which consists in mere resistance to 
every remedy and ever concession. 
They 
know very well that if the land bill should 
bo beaten, it will be a long time before 
equally favorable terms are offered them, 
and that if the Tories should succeed to 
power, they would abandon all thought 
of 
passing an Irish 
land bill at all. 
They 
see 
that 
Parnell 
has 
be­ 
come an obstructionist, and that instead 
of promoting practical reforms, and avail­ 
ing himself 
of 
the best the situatiof 
affords, he is posing as the leader of a 
vague and irresponsible movement having 
forit8 ostensible purpose the dissolution of 
the Union. 
They are of course well aware 
that all talk of that kind is mere moon­ 
shine, and that its only possible effect can 
be to keep alive an irrational and hopeless 
discontent among the Irish masses, and to 
serve the seltish purposes of demagogues. 
And so believing the more temperate and 
sober-minded Home Rulers are prepared to 
sever their connection with Parnell, and to 
join the government in passing the land 
bill. 
Such at least is the present outlook, 
and it augurs ill for the future ascendency 
of the Parnell party generally. 


FOREIGN 
ADULTERATION. 


M AKING 
H IS 
M ARK. 


W e arc pleased to see that Senator Miller 
is rapidly making his mark at Washington. 
In the short period during which he has 
occupied his seat he has accomplished a 
great deal. 
The break of the deadlock^ in 
the Senate appears to have been principally 
if not entirely due to his energetic action, 
and the credit of the ratification of the 
Chinese treaties unquestionably belongs to 
him chiefly. 
It is very unusual to find so 
young a Senator taking so prominent a 
part in important measures, but it is al­ 
ready evident that Genera! Miller has com* 
to the front for the sufficient reason that 
he possesses the ability to do what he un­ 
dertakes, and that is a capacity which al­ 
ways finds its own place. 
The indications 
are that Senator Miller will prove one of 
the most cspable and valuable members of 
the Senate, and that he will do honor to 
California and at the same time fully sus­ 
tain the high reputation he had earned 
before he was sent to Washington. 


The question of adulteration as prac­ 
ticed 
by 
American manufacturers has 
recently been widely discussed, and while 
the American press has not been backward 
in condemning such frauds whenever the 
proof of them wa9 clear, the foreign press 
has put on such an appearance of horror 
over the revelations that only unsophis­ 
ticated observers might conclude adulter­ 
ation to be absolutely unknown beyond 
the confines of the United Stales. 
It is, 
however, a melancholy truth that tne 
average of the world’s honesty is the same 
everywhere, and that the people of Europe 
are no whit less disposed than the Yankees 
to get the better of their customers by 
hook or by crook. 
Tne most recent demon­ 
stration of this fact is to be found in the 
avidity with which the 
French wine­ 
makers have plunged into the business of 
adulteration, as a desperate remedy for the 
destruction of their vineyards by the phyl­ 
loxera. 
It is, moreover, very necessary 
that the truth about French wines should 
be made known, seeing that Americans 
have for a long time been accustomed to 
believe that the only wines fit to drink 
were imported vintages. 
As California is 
evidently destined to be a great wine­ 
growing country, provided that our viti­ 
culturists can protect .themselves against 
the phylloxera, it is also important that 
the facts should be stated concerning the 
present effort of the French to prevent the 
natural substitution of California vintages 
for their own by a gigantic and utterly 
reckless system of fraud. 
The truth is that France has ceased to 
produce auy wine for exportation. 
Her 
vineyards are ruined, and V hether or not 
they may be restored in the future it is 
certain that they no loDger furnish the 
means of supplying the heavy demands 
which w'ere formerly made upon them. 
Th* French wine trade, however, was far 
too extensive an interest to be abandoned 
without a struggle, and since the phyl- 
loxera made it impossible to furnish genu­ 
ine wines, it has been sought to fill the 
gap with spurious concoctions. 
The proof 
of the extent to which adulteration is now 
carried in France resides in the statistics 
of her imports and exports. 
In 1879 the 
annual production of French wine was 
1.400.000.000 gallons. 
In 
1S79 it had 
fallen to 080,000,000. 
But though the 
production has thus declined there has 
been no reduction in the quantity sold 
abroad, aud why this is so the following 
figures will explain : 
In 1S70 the wines 
imported into France were valued at $1,­ 
000,000. 
In 1879 this item had risen to 
521.074.000, being an increase of $20,­ 
000,000 in nine years. 
In 1879 Bordeaux 
imported from Spain 27,000,000 gallons 
of wine ; aud in 1SS0 51,000,000. 
From 
Turkey, Italy, Portugal and Austria large 
quantities of crude wines are cow im­ 
ported. 
It is none of it fit to drink, and 
it is all used in the manufacture of the 
wines which are subsequently exported a3 
“ fine French w ines.” 
The crude foreign wines are mixed, doc­ 
tored, flavored, 
watered, and then sent 
abroad under French labels. 
A Paris pa­ 
per tells how the supply has been kept up 
notwithstanding the destruction of the 
vineyards, in other ways. 
Since adultera­ 
tion was resorted to the business of making 
sham wines has become bo lucrative that 
a great competition has arisen in the trade, 
with the inevitable result of forcing the 
manufacturers to cheaper and still cheaper 
processes. 
A t first raisins were used, but 
these had to be abandoned, and we are told 
that “ wine is now manufactured out of 
“ glucose, a sugary matter obtained from 
“ the potato, out of the residue of mo- 
“ lasses, out of rotten apples, dried prunes, 
“ dates, figs, and all kinds of refuse fruits, 
“ and even out of beetroots. 
These abom- 
“ inable liquids are colored artificially and 
“ mixed more or less with Spanish wines 
“ or wfcte wine. 
* 
* 
* 
Theimposture 
“ has now reached such a pitch that not 
“ one-third of the wine now drank in 
“ Paris is real grape wine.” 
It is the same 
with modern French brandy. 
That spirit 
is nowadays made from sugar, potatoes, 
Indian corn, and barley whisky. 
In fact 
the French wine and spirit trade has in a 
short time degenerated 
into one vast 
swindling concern, of which the victims 
are all who buy what go by the name 
of French vintages. 
W hen we reflect that here in California 
there is already produced an abundant 
supply of sound pure wines, which are sup­ 
plied at most reasonable rates, and that 
nevertheless Dine tenths of the community 
who drink wine at all still prefer the doc­ 
tored productions of*France, merely be­ 
cause they have foreign labels, it becomes 
evident 
that humbug 
remains one of 
the most p,owerful influences in our civili­ 
zation. 
No Californian need be poisoned 
with French sham wines, but our vine 
growers still find their best market in 
France, and have the sad satisfaction of 
knowing that the sound wines they sell 
will come 
back 
here doctored out of 
knowledge, 
and 
will 
then 
be 
paid 
high 
prices 
for 
by 
rich 
men 
who 
think they are showing their knowledge of 
the world and their appreciation of good 
living by putting these abominations on 
tlicir table. 
Certainly a time has come 
when Californians ought to realize the ab­ 
surdity and great stupidity of going abroad 
for their wines. 
A t present they may be 
perfectly sure that no French wine they 
can buy will be fit to drink, seeing that 
every drop of the diminished genuine pro­ 
duction of that country is either snapped 
up in Europe or ueed to mix with bad 
Spanish or Hungarian brands for exporta­ 
tion. 
This French situation in fact ought 
to be the opportunity of our viticulturists, 
but it is scarcely reasonable to expiect that 
wines which find no honor in their own 
country will be appreciated or sought out 
by strangers. 


THE 
PRESIDENT AND SENATOR C0NK- 
LING. 


The President has at last made up his 
mind that a collision with Senator Conk- 
ling cannot be avoided, and he has there­ 
fore taken steps to weaken his adversary 
as much as possible, by withholding from 
him the assistance of those of his friends 
who bad been nominated for various of­ 
fices in New York. 
The President evi. 
dently believes that if there is to be a con­ 
test it is the best policy to get the strongest 
battalions on his own side, and it is also 
possible that he may be counting somewhat 
upon the rcflei action of his latest move. 
Tor it may be said that in withdrawing 
the Conkling nominations he has not only 
offered battle to the New York Senator, 
but has notified every 
“ stalwart” sup­ 


porter of Conkling that henceforth he 
intends to treat as enemies all who are 
against the Administration, and, above all, 
that he will not help any Senator to fight 
him. 
Of course 
Senators 
are 
apt to 
be 
influenced 
by 
considerations 
of 
this 
kind, 
and 
in 
fact 
the 
more 
stalwart they are the more amenable they 
mu3t be to such arguments. 
The Presi­ 
dent in effect says to them : 
“ You have 
“ the 
option 
of 
supporting Conkling 
“ at the sacrifice of your patronage, or of 
“ supporting me with the assurance that I 
“ will make things pleasant for you.” 
No 
doubt this is a thorouchly “ m aehine” 
policy, bat then the whole Senate situa­ 
tion is a “ machine ” one, and the position 
of the President in regard to the nomina­ 
tion of Robertson is in no respect more ad­ 
vanced than the position of Senator Conk- 
ling. 
In fact, no question of political re­ 
form is at all concerned in the present 
quarrel between the Administration and 
the New York Senator, aud therefore it is 
perfectly in order to conduct it alter the 
most approved “ m achine” principles. 
It must be admitted however that the 
adoption of “ m achine” principles here 
gives the President a leverage which he 
could not have obtained in any other way. 
By using the Federal patronage boldly to 
support himself and to enforce his own 
nominations he is perhaps taking the only 
method 
available for checkmating that 
combination which under the euphemism of 
“ the courtesy of the Senate,” aims at the 
usurpation of powers never intended to be 
enjoyed by that body. 
Long years of un­ 
restrained license have persuaded the R e­ 
publican Senators that the power of ap­ 
pointment vests in them, and that the only 
privilege of the Presideut is to formulate 
their choice and register their decrees. 
Fracticaliy they have given him to under­ 
stand that if he will submit to be led, aud 
to renounce his volition in the matter of 
appointments, they will remain on good 
terms with him, but that the moment he 
iusists on the right of initiative they will 
fall back on their unconstitutional privi­ 
lege, and combine against him. 
The firm 
attitude of General Garfield has, however, 
had a very evident effect upon many Sen­ 
ators of late, and it is clear that his last 
step is still more calculated to make them 
reflect before they commit them selves to a 
course which may have very awkward im 
plications for them in the end. 
Senator Conkling is undoubtedly resolved 
to fight the course. 
Having put himself 
in a false position at the outset he evi­ 
dently thinks that it would deprive him of 
prestige to acknowledge his error. 
But it 
is clear that there cannot be two Presi­ 
dents of the United States, 
and it is 
equally clear that the one who has been 
elected must possess the power of asserting 
his supremacy if he also possesses the 
nerve to hold out to the last. 
Mr. Conk- 
ling’s present position, therefore, is an ex­ 
tremely perilous one, for if he should fail 
the very obstinacy of his resistance will 
make his defeat the more em phatic; while 
the probabilities of his failure are on the 
face of the situation very much greater 
than the probabilities of his success. 
He 
cannot afford to be beaten, and yet he has 
not winning cards in his hand. 
Since the President’s distinct announce­ 
ment of hi^intenticn to force the fighting, 
the stalwart Senators ate, as we have 
showH, placed in a very delicate position. 
W hatever inclination they may have to 
support Mr. Conkliug, they must see that 
the new aspect the quarrel h is taken on 
is exceedingly dangerous to those who 
adopt that side. 
For if they should help 
ConkliDg to a temporary victory over the 
Presideut they would compel him to treat 
their Dominations as he has treated those 
of the N ew York Senator. And that would 
involve political paralysis for every man 
of them, and consequently loss of influence 
over the machine. 
Deprive a Senator of 
control over the patronage, and he is like 
Samson after his hair had been cut off. 
It is no use then to say “ The Philistines 
“ be upon thee !” for his strength has de­ 
parted, and he is become like other men. 
For these reason* we think the stalwart 
Senators will be strongly indisposed to 
link their political 
fortunes with Mr. 
ConkÜDg’s just now, and that consequently 
the latter will find himself deserted at the 
pinch, aud offered up as a sacrifice to the 
prevailing lust of patronage. 


CURIOUS 
ANIMAL 
PRESCIENCE. 


It is stated by an Italian writer on the 
recent earthquake at Ischia that the ani­ 
mals on the ¡Bland showed the most posi­ 
tive foreknowledge of the catastrophe. 
He 
says: 
“ Some minutes before the shocks 
“ were felt the oxen and cows began to 
“ bellow, the sheep and goats bleated, and 
“ rushing in confusion one on the other, 
"tried to break the wicker work of the 
“ folds. 
The dogs bowled terribly, the 
“ geese and fowls were alarmed, and made 
“ much noise. 
The horses which were fas- 
“ tened in their stalls were greatly fright* 
“ ened, leaped up and tried to break their 
“ halters. 
Those which were proceeding 
“ on the 
roads stopped suddenly and 
“ 6norted in a very strange way. 
The cats 
“ were frightened, and tried to conceal 
“ themselves, or their hair bristled up 
“ wildly. 
Rabbits and snakes were seen 
“ to leave their holes; birds rose, as if 
“ scared, from the places on which they 
“ had lighted, and fish left the bottom of 
“ the sea and approached the shores. 
Even 
“ ants and reptiles abandoned, in clear 
“ daylight, 
their subterranean holes in 
“ great disorder, many hours before the 
“ shoeks were felt. 
Some dogs, a few 
“ minutes before the first shock took place, 
“ awoke their sleeping masters by barkiDg 
“ and pulling them, as if they wished 
“ to warn them of the impending dan- 
“ ger, 
and 
several persons were 
thus 
“ enabled to save them selves.” 
If these 
statements are true they are extremely 
perplexing, though somewhat analagous 
evidences of 
a knowledge or prescience 
altogether surpassing that which men pos* 
sess, have been very frequently observed. 
That animals are often able to foretell 
storms is a familiar fict, but though this 
foresight is a mystery it is less marvelous 
than the prevision of earthquakes. 
If 
there be, as has been alleged, a peculiar 
electrical condition immediately preceding 
or accompanying earthquakes, this atmos­ 
pheric influente might be detected by ani­ 
mals, though even then there seems no 
sufficient reason why men also should not 
be able to recognize it. 
The truth is that 
we are too apt to get rid of awkward prob* 
lems of this kind by referring them to 
“ instinct ; ” the fact being that we know 
nothing about wbat we call instinct, and 
that when analyzed it means neither more 


nor less than knowledge of a kind which 
our self-conceit prevents us from ascribing 
to reasoning faculties such as we ourselves 
possess. 
There are many things which 
animals know and men do not know, and 
it is not an explanation of these phenomena 
to say that they are the results of instinct. 
If they are, what is instinct the result of ? 


THE BEACONSFIELD MONUMENT. 


Mr. Gladstone has at last announced in 
Parliament his intention to propose a 
monument to Lord Beaconsfield in 'West­ 
minster Abbey. 
No doubt the Queen has 
signified her personal desire that this honor 
should be paid the memory of the late 
Premier, for she entertained a very high 
opinion of his talents and statesmanship. 
And though there will be something anoma­ 
lous in the presence of such a monument in 
such a place, it cannot be half so singular 
as the actual fact of the political success 
and supremacy of Benjamin Disraeli duriDg 
the past half century. 
It will not do for 
the English who honored and accepted this 
man while he was living to protest that he 
ought not to be remembered now that he 
is dead. 
W hatever of incongruity there 
may have beeu in his career, it was an 
incongruity for which the Tories at least 
must be held fully responsible. 
Lord 
Beaconsfield 
in 
fact 
was 
completely- 
naturalized, 
and 
for 
good ‘ or 
for 
evil he must henceforth 
be accounted 
one of England’s foremost rulers and poli­ 
ticians. 
If this estimate in any wav dis­ 
credits the generation that made much of 
him, so much the worse for the generation. 
But it must abide by the course it has 
marked out for itself, aud it cannot re­ 
pudiate what is neither more nor less than 
the best evidence of its own tendencies 
and dispositions. Foreigners have a right to 
criticise aud decry Lord Beaconsfield, be­ 
cause they never set him Hp for a political 
model. 
But half the English people at 
least have for fifty years shown that they 
believed in him and h¡3 methods, aud 
therefore they owe him all the honor they 
ever pay to the men whom they select for 
leaders and teachers and exemplars. 


THE CARLYLE REACTION. 


PACIFiG COAST. 


LAST N IG H T S D ISPA TCH ES TO T H E RECORD- 
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Five and One Cent Coins to be Used in 
B ritish Columbia. 
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F I L I F O R M A. 


A Carlyle reaction has set in violently 
since the poor old man died, the osten­ 
sibly incitiug cause being the volumes of 
reminiscence so hastily aud rashly given 
to the world by Froude. 
And now the 
able editors and reviewers whom he satir­ 
ized when he was alive, are prancing round 
his 
remains, elevating 
their 
sonorous 
voices, and lashiog out at him with their 
cruel and cowardly hoofs. 
It is some 
satisfaction to reflect that no author ever 
cared less for this sort of attack, and that 
Carlyle has left his views upon the critic 
breed 
in 
language 
which 
will 
out­ 
live 
all 
their present yelpings. 
They 
are glad 
to 
have 
found 
that 
he 
was 
after 
all 
very 
human 
in 
his 
weaknesses, and that his chronic dyspepsia 
had made him in his latter years extrat a- 
gantly querulous and morose. 
But after 
all is said in dispraise of him, the fact re­ 
mains that he bestowed upon English lit­ 
erature many works which will not soon 
perish, and that he exercised an influence 
over his generation which, however eccen­ 
tric it may have been, was a thousand fold 
more wholesome than the miserable maud­ 
lin dillctauteism which Beems in these days 
to have taken possession of art and litera­ 
ture together, aud to have almost eliminated 
earnestness and clear purpose from the 
world. 


MEASURING THOUGHT. 


Doctor Mosso, of Turin, has invented a 
machine called the plethysmograph, by 
means of which, it is claimed, the quantity 
of blood consumed in the nervous action 
caused by any mental operation may be ac­ 
curately measured. The following descrip­ 
tion of the machine and its workings has 
been given by IVof. G. F. Barker in an ad­ 
dress before the American Association of 
Science : 
“ The forearm, for example, being the 
organ to be experimented on, is placed in 
a cylinder of water, and tightly incloBed. 
A rubber tube connects the interior of the 
cylinder with the recording apparatus. 
W ith the electric circuit by which the 
stimulus was applied to produce contraction 
were two keys, one of which was a dummy. 
It was noticed that after using the active 
key several times, producing varying cur­ 
rent strengths, the curve sank as before on 
pressing down the inactive key. 
Since no 
real effect was produced, the result was 
caused solely by the imagination, blood 
passing from the body to the brain in the 
act. 
To 
test 
further 
the 
effect 
of 
mental action, Doctor Pagliani, whoBe arm 
was in the apparatus was 
requested to 
m ultiply 207 by 8, mentally, and to make 
a sign wheD he had finished. 
The recorded 
curve showed very distinctly how much 
more blood the brain took to perform the 
operation. 
Hence the plethysmograph is 
capable of measuring the relative amount 
of mental power required by different per­ 
sons to work o u t‘the same mental prob­ 
lem. 
Indeed, Mr. Gaskel suggests the use 
of this instrument in the examination 
room, to find out, in addition to the 
amount of knowledge a man possesses, 
how much effort it causes him to produce 
any particular result of braiu-work. 
“ Doctor Mosso relates that, while the 
apparatus was set up in his room in Turin, 
a classical man came in to see him. 
He 
looked very contemptuously upon it, and 
asked of what use it could be, saying that 
it couldn’t do anybody any good. 
Doctor 
Mosso replied : ‘ W ell, now I can tell you 
by that whether you read Greek as easily 
as you can Latin.’ 
As the classicist would 
not believe it, his own arm was put into 
the apparatus, and he was given a Latin 
book to read. 
A very slight sinking of 
the curve was the result. 
The Latin book 
was then taken away and a Greek book 
was given to him. 
This produced immedi­ 
ately a much deeper curve. 
H e had as­ 
serted before that it was quite as easy for 
him to read Greek as Latin, and that there 
was no difficulty in doing either. 
Doctor 
Mosso, however, was able to show, him 
that he was laboring under a delusion. 
“ Again, this apparatus is so sensitive as 
to be useful for ascertaining how much a 
person is dreaming. 
When Doctor Pagli- 
ani went to sleep in the apparatus, the 
effect upon the resulting curve was very 
marked indeed. 
H e said afterward that 
he bad been in a sound sleep, and remem­ 
bered nothing of what passed in the room 
—that he had been absolutely unconscious; 
and yet every little movement in the room, 
such as the 6lamming of a door, the bark­ 
ing of a dog, and even the knocking down 
of a piece of glass, were all marked on the 
curves. 
Sometimes he moved his lips, and 
gave other evidences that he was dreaming. 
They were all recorded on the curve, the 
amount of blood required for dreaming di­ 
minishing that in the extrem ities.” 


A number of Massachusetts towns have 
appointed a committee to consider an im­ 
proved method of school supervision. The 
plan recommended provides that the towns 
voluntarily 
associate 
themselves 
into 
groups of two. three or four, each group to 
employ a Superintendent to take charge of 
its schools, the expense to be distributed 
among the towns composing the group. 
This plan also provides that the school com­ 
mittees. serve without pay. 
The State 
Board of Education approves the scheme, 
and circulars giving details are now being 
sent to the towns. 


F am ily Trouble* in Court. 
San F ra n cisc o, May 6th.—Last October 
the wife of Washington llyer applied for a 
divorce and a division of the common prop­ 
erty, valued at 4-900,000. 
To-day defendant’s 
attorney moved a dismissal of the action, on 
the ground that the parties had settled the 
difficulties and were living together. 
The 
attorney for plaintiff made a similar motion. 
The Court denied the motions, holding that 
the proceeding was unusual. 
In connection 
with this matter, suits were filed in the Su­ 
perior Court to-day against Ryer by Eugene 
F. Simpson and John R Cummings, to re­ 
cover $15,000 in each case, for services al­ 
leged to have been rendered by plaintiffs to 
defendant as his confidential agents and pri. 
vate detectives.

Interrogation Point l a y s Siege to One 


ot its Officials. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o ,'May 6th.—A Call reporter 
tc-day interviewed Lieutenant Lentze, L’. S. 
X , Chief Engineer of the Pacific Division of 
the Tehuantepec Railroad, who is now in 
this city purchasing supplies for carrying on 
its construction. 
It was originally intended 
that the road should run frota Goatzacoalcos, 
on the Atlantic side, to Salina Cruz, a port 
of Tehuantepec. 
It was found, however, 
that no suitable harbor cculd be provided at 
this point, and the line has been laid out to 
Chepequa, fiftesn miles north,where a harbor 
will be constructed by means of two break­ 
waters of one mile and three quarters and 
three-quarters of a mile respectively, between 
Salina Cruz aud Chepequa. Two tunuels are 
necessary, 
aggregating 3,000 
feet, 
at 
a 
cost of $3,090,000. 
The 
highest grade 
between 
the 
termini 
is 
700 
feet, 
but the precise route is not yet determined. 
With tint exception all the preliminaries are 
complete. 
Twtnty miles of the road is now 
in ojieration on the Atlantic side. 
The com­ 
pany is incorporated in Massachusetts, and 
the stock held in New York. 
The road is 
uutler Mexican protection. 
The Mexican 
Government grants the right of way and a 
subsidy of $1,500 per mile, and admits sup­ 
plies, rolling stock, etc., free of duty. About 
thiee weeks ago G50 Indians were engaged to 
work on the road at 50 cent3 per day. 
They 
are to board themselves. 
Indian labor is 
plenty, and will be used exclusively, except 
for foremen, mechanics, etc. 
The country 
through which the line will run produces 
coffee, cotton, cocoa, dyewoods, etc., but the 
main reliance of the company for support is 
in the transcontinental traffic, the route 
shortening the distance from European or 
American Atlantic ports to San Francisco 
about 1,500 miles, as compared with the Pan­ 
ama route. 
Eieutenant Lentze returns in a 
few days to begin work on the breakwators.

the foot of 1) street at an early hour this 
morning. 
He anti his room mate repaired to 
their room la-t night, when Cook shortly af­ 
ter took the hand of his friend and said 
good-by, requesting him to take charge of his 
effects, and started hastily to the door, going 
toward the bridge. 
Cook is a German, about

Trague University is to be divided, and 
one part of it is to be used as a purely 
Czech university.

Judge A. W. Tourgee, at a recent meet­ 
ing in Philadelphia, described the evils 
which ignorance among the Southern voters 
caused in their government, and argued in 
favor of compulsory education 
in the 
Southern States. 
Kansas has now- 6,134 school districts, 
an increase of 512 during the last year. 
In the past four years 1,402 school-housea 
have been built. 
The Bchool population of 
last year was 340,647, and the number oj 
pupils enrolled in the public schools was 
231,434. The average daily attendance was 
far from being as good as it should have 
been—it was only 137,067. 
The School Superintendent of Monmouth 
county, N. J., denied the report quoted 
from a New Jersey journal in relation to 
the Fair Haven school trouble. 
He says 
that his instructions have been simply that 
the Trustees shall so provide for the col­ 
ored children as to take away all reason 
for a demand to enter the white schools. 
He also says that the existence of a colored 
school at Fair Haven is at the demand of 
the colored people themselves, and that 
great pains nave been taken to provide 
th an with the best teachers that could be 
obtained.

Nevada City people have lately been an­ 
noyed by small fish in the water-pipe*. 
There are 35 prisoners in the Yuba 
county jail. This is more than the average, 
which is IS. 
Last Thursday a large party of Marys­ 
ville people ascended the North Butte, 
1,350 feet high. 
A t Carson it is believed that a full force 
of employes will be reinstated in the dif­ 
ferent departments of the M int as early as 
July 1st. 
The Northern Pacific Company lias about 
finished selling its lots in Cheny, W. T ., 
having recently disposed of tw enty blocks 
to a non-resident for $5,000. 
Workmen are busy at the end of the 
new tiding at Long \Vharf, Oakland, driv­ 
ing piles for the slips and preparing the 
foundation for the new depot. 
The funeral of the late Dr. John Ruth 
took place at Oakland Thursday altern -on 
from the Masonic Temple, ami was con­ 
ducted by the Masons and Workmen. 
A t a depth of 445 feet a flowing stream 
of water was struck in the artesian well 
which is being sunk at Battle Mountain, 
an.l it now rises about a foot and a half 
above the surface. 
Chaplain W. F. Vaux, aged 73, acting 
pastor of the Santa Ctuz Episcopal Church, 
died there Wednesday. 
S. J. Lynch, a 
prominent business man, died at the same 
place Tuesday evenitig. 
\ \ ashington Territory is divide^ into 
twenty-five counties, .no one of which .s 
smaller than the State of Massachusetts, 
while there are several, each of which is 
larger thau the State of New York. 
Army worms have appeared in Snnol 
valley, Mendocino county, andaré destroy­ 
ing everything eatable within their path. 
They are traveling south and east. 
The 
streets and houses in Hopland are said to 
be literally alive with them. 
The San Francisco Exchange says : "Mr. 
Sutro has purchastd a part interest in the 
Cliff House property; indeed, it is ru­ 
mored that he has purchased it all." 
The 
San Francisco Bullet!» says he has also 
purchased a good deal of land between the 
city and the Cliff House. 
A t Siuslaw is the oldest white settler in 
Oregon, named Garner. 
He is a Canadian 
Frenchman, born in 1801, and crossed the 
mountains in 1820 with a party of 64 men. 
The company went up Ked river to the 
chain of lakes, thence west across the 
Rocky Mountains, but 42 surviving the 
trip. 
W hile excava’ors were at work on the 
new road leading from l ’aisley to the new 
sawmill in Lake county, Oregon, lately, 
they unearthed the bones of some mon­ 
strous beast, some of which have beeu sent 
to a paleontologist at Philadelphia. 
The 
molars are three or four inches iu length, 
by one and a half in width and one in 
thickness. 
The Truckee Brpuhlican complains of 
the toll rates on mountain roads. 
For in­ 
stance, it says that the Truckee and Tahoe 
turnpike road, for a two-horse buggy the 
rate is $2; for a two-horse spring wagon, 
$2 25 ; lor a foSr-horse stage, $ 3 ; for a 
six-horse stage, $4 ; for a four-horse freight 
team, $2 40 ; for a horseman, $1. . No re­ 
ductions are made to those who are com­ 
pelled to travel the road every day. 
M arysville is believed to use more water, 
in proportion to its population, thau any 
other place on the coast. 
That city ¡3 
now consuming S00.060 gallons per day. 
In the summer months the consumption is 
from 1,600,000 to 1,200,000 gallons daily. 
This is proportionately far in excess of the 
quantity consumed in either San Francisco 
or Sacramento. 
The two artesian wells 
from which the water is taken have never 
failed, and seem to be practically inex­ 
haustible. 
The city of Durango, in Mexico, has a 
hill in its vicinity that is almost pure iron. 
It is two miles long, one mile wide, and 
700 feet high. 
On its surface, uncovered 
and visible, are, according to estimate, two 
hundred millions of tons of iron ready to 
be placed in the smelting ovens that it is 
proposed to put up at the foot of the hill. 
A large part of the ore yields from 70 to 90 
per cent, pure metal, and is easily worked 
and converted into steel. 
Wood for fuel 
in unlimited abundance is to be had near 
by, and good water is likewise accessible. 


The tar smeared on the Yuba river bridge 
effectually arrested the progress of the 
army worms toward the city, says the 
Marysville Appeal. 
They have nearly all 
disappeared irom the bridge, only a few 
stragglers remaining of what was last week 
a countless multitude. 
Most of the worms 
are now iu a chrysalis stage of develop­ 
ment, and their cocoons can be seen hang­ 
ing to the twigs of the trees and bushes on 
the eouth of the river. 
The foliage about 
the south end of the bridge has been nearly 
all devoured by the creatures, and some cf 
the trees have been divested of every leaf. 
The ravages of the worms seem to have 
been confined to a very limited area, as the 
trees a quarter of a mile away from the 
bridge, on either aide of it, appear to be in 
full leaf.

The examination in the case of R. Nobel, 
charged with incest, was commenced before 
Judge Henry at 10 A. M. yesterday, District 
Attorney H. L. Buckley and City Attorney 
W. A. Anderson, appearing for the prosecu­ 
tion and C. T. Jones for the defendant. The 
examination was conducted with closed doors, 
none but Court officers, counsel and defend­ 
ant being admitted. The testimony is such, 
owing to the nature of the case, that only 
its direction and conclusion can be given. 
Mr». Ellen T. Johnson, the first witness, 
testified that Mr. Nobel eame to her hospital 
last month, and reported irregularity in his 
daughter’s health, and wished h-r to ascer­ 
tain the cause. 
The daughter, Selma Noble, 
afterwards called and the advice given her 
w.is to go to a lying-in hospital. Mr. Nob-1 
called the day following and saw her. but 
did r.ot at any time aBk her to do anything 
wrong in the matter. A young man came 
then subsequently (the one Mr. N- bel accuses 
with the crime.) and asked about the girl, and 
laid the crime upon the girl’s father. 
The prosecuting witness, Selma Nobel, was 
the next witness. She was sixteen years old 
last November. 
She testified at length, 
clearly and positivel^hargingthe crime, and 
repeated, upon her father, and giving inci­ 
dents with much particularity. She stated 
that her father wanted her to go to Mrs. 
•Johnson’s, and also to San Francisco, for the 
same unlawful object. That he toid her to 
tell any one that knew about her condition 
that the guilty party was a man who had 
gone to Germany. 
Upen cross examina­ 
tion she stated that her father did not like a 
yuuDg man who had been to see her, named 
Weinberg, and would not let him come to see 
her. 
He came once, drunk. 
Did not know 
him until February last, and this matter has 
existed since December. He often sent her 
fooiish letters, but not vulgar ones, nor ob­ 
scene pictures. 
She alway» tore up Li- let­ 
ters ; did not want her father to see them. 
He to 'k some out of her bureau drawer while 
she was sick. 
She acknowledged she wa» 
very affectionate with Weinberg, and had 
met him at the photograph gallery and went 
to restaurants and ate oysters with him. 
He 
(Weinberg) did not know about her troubles 
until about two week» ago. He wanted her 
to sign the affidavit to commence this case 
and her father would act better towards him ; 
and if she got through all right he would 
marry her any way. She did not think her 
father would be arrested on the affidavit. 
She signed it to make him treat Mr. Wein­ 
berg better. 
Her father had always treated 
her kindly uutii this happened. 
Testimony was also given by ancther young 
woman, a friend of the prosecuting witness, 
that the defendant made improper overtures 
to her while visiting at his house, while 
Selma was present. 
The prosecution here rested their case, and 
the testimony for defeLse was commenced, 
and the Court soon after adjourned till this 
morning.

Treasurer of this county. 
Ir. 1863, while 
holing the office, he disappeared, and has 
since been one of the many missing ones. 
His money on band was then found to be 
some £14,000 short in the treasury. Previous 
to his departure he had stood well here, and 
opinions differed after he was gone as to 
whether he had stolen the funds deliberately 
and carried them away, or w hether he was a 
defaulter under somewhat palliating circum­ 
stance», and had used the funds w.th the in­ 
tent to replace them, being diawn to the use 
of the money by convivial habits and a die- 
njjsition to gamble. Full investigation showed 
that Bird was really short some £24,0u0 
His bondsmen garnisheed 
£2,400 due to 
Bird, but failed to hold it, and subsequently 
settled with the county for- gome £10,000. 
Thursday Bird suddenly appeared in -Sacra­ 
mento coming from San Francisco. It is sai 1 
he is hereto meet and ai range with his bonds­ 
men, and that he has had one meeting with 
them already. Bird is said to state that ho 
has beer, all these year» in the Fiji Islands, 
that be has about £1,009 now to pay to hi ; 
bondsmen, and has promise of employment 
in San Francisco. The £2,400 due him re­ 
ferred to he had given the warrants for to 
parties iu Australia. 
These parties had pref­ 
erence over the garnishee, and the warrants 
were paid to S. L. RodgerH, but it is said the 
money ne ver reached the owners of the war­ 
rants. 
Bird say» he never intended to eteal 
the fund», and thinks r.ow he should have re­ 
mained in the city and have faced the results 
of his defalcation. 


I n s t i t u t e L e c t u r e .— Professor Ezra S. 
Carr lectured before the Sacramento Educa­ 
tional Institute last night. 
The lecture was 
very interesting. The subject was “ The Air 
We Breathe.” The lecturer was prepared 
with quite a laboratory supply, by means of 
which he illustrated the lecture, giving a 
number of very beautiful experiments with 
oxygen and nitrogen gases, combustión of 
steel in oxygen, the makiDg of the gas, and 
the evolvement of it from its solid compounds. 
He experimented with phosphorus, magnesi­ 
um, potassium, bi sulphide of carbon and other 
chemicals, and demonstrated how- the vital 
principle in air supports life, and how neces­ 
sary it is that the air we breathe should be 
pure. The lecturer was very clear in his 
statements, and was careful to avoid so far as 
possible the use of merely technical term?, 
adopting instead the simplest forms of ex­ 
pression. 
The lecture was of a character to 
render any brief synopsis of it unsatis­ 
factory.

W a sh in g t o n , M ay 6th .—The President’s 
withdrawal ol the Conklin? New Y ork nom­ 
inations, and the past, present and prospect­ 
ive phases of the whole complication in which 
they figure, are still the absorbing subjects of 
gossip and comment in all the political cir­ 
cles of the Capital, and the excitement of 
yesterday, though of course somewhat abated, 
has not very perceptibly subsided. 
Several Republican Senators called on the 
President again this morning, and tuved him 
to withdraw R jbertson’s name, as the best 
and surest means of harmonizing the party, 
arguing th at as the other New Y ork nomina­ 
tions 
bad 
been 
withdrawn, 
he 
could 
remove 
the 
cause 
of 
irritation 
by 
making an entirely “ new deal ” with the 
New Y ork patronage, which would a..ti.-.fy 
both wings of the party. 
The President 
listened to their argument w ith calmness, but 
adhered firmly to his former declaration that 
he could not possibly consent to anything of 
the sort. 
He expressed himself as sincerely 
desirous of party harmony, but thought it 
was asking altogether too much of him, under 
all the circumstances, to withdraw Judge 
Robertson’s nomination. 
I t is now stated on good authority that the 
same proposition for a withdrawal of Robert­ 
son and a “ readjustm ent” of all the New 
Y ork nominations was made to him yesterday 
by Senator P la tt and Vice-President A rthur, 
prior to his sending his message to the Senate. 
I t is also given out th at Senator Conkling 
has acknowledged the receipt of the Presi­ 
dent’s ultim atum , and does not indulge in 
any idea of receding from his position. 
One 
of his friends said to him to day that he be­ 
lieved the confirmation of Robertson could 
not be prevented. 
The' reply of th6 New 
Y ork Senator was to the effect that he did 
not share this opinion, and that the m atter 
was not settled. 
In short, he expressed him­ 
self as still holding a strong position, and as 
being undismayed. 
The general belief is th at Robertson will 
certainly be confirmed during the present ses­ 
sion, if his nomination is brought before the 
Senate ; but the prediction th at this will be 
accomplished within the next few days by 
meanB of a motion to discharge the Commerce 
Committee from its consideration is decid­ 
edly premature, and will remain so until the 
Republican caucus shall ret aside its recent 
ukase under which all contested cases were 
“ sealed np ” to aw ait further caucus orders. 
There is considerable probability, however, 
th at another meeting of the caucus will be 
called at an early day to take action on th¡3 
subject. 
I t Is considered c rta ia that the largest 
proportion of the Democratic Senators will 
vote for Robertson’s confirmation. 
Among 
other influences favoring this course is said to 
he a letter written to one of :hem by Horatio 
Seymour, Conkliug’s brother in-law, in which 
he comments on R .bertson as an anti-m a­ 
chine Republican, and says his confirmation 
will meet the approbation of the best ele­ 
m ents of the New Yruk Deun.crBcy.

W ash in g to n , M ay 6th.—I t was last F ri­ 
day th at the President, talking to a few 
trusted friends about the fight, against Rob­ 
ertson, expressed a determination to defend 
him-elf if the Republican Senators banded 
together in support of Conk ing, and it is 
said he made the remark that every Senator 
who should thus enter 
the 
combination 
against him would require a letter of intro­ 
duction to him for t'oe remaiuder of his term. 
The President then said, further, th at he 
w u ld not perm it Coakling to confirm the 
N p w Y ork nominations which pleased him, 
and leave the only one which displeased him 
w ithout action.

Solomon was success­ 
ful as a gold miner. The Greeks and llam aos 
were fully alive to its value. 
In the Middle 
Ages, when search was made for the philoso­ 
pher's stone, which was to do away with the 
trouble of digging for gold, the quantity of 
coin actually decreased to about $1(4) 000,000 
of our money. 
W hen the world breathed free 
again, Venice sprang into glorious commer­ 
cial life. 
America was discovered, and the 
mines of South America and Mexico added in 
a half century $100,060,000 to the circulation. 
W heu America began to develop, the croak­ 
ers began to be alarmed, and asked, W hat 
shall we do? there is not enough coin for the 
world’s business. 
Ju st then, in the remote 
wiids of California, the 
little 
daughter 
of 
a millwright, 
while playing in the 
dam 
attached 
to 
Captain 
Sutter's 
sawmill, 
came 
to 
her 
father 
and 
exclaimed, 
‘ W hat 
a 
pretty stone.’ 
It 
was a nugget of gold. 
W e all know what 
followed. 
Australia was next in gold pro­ 
ducing ; then came Nevada, Colorado and 
Arizona, until we have eight or ten States 
producing euough for ail the world.”

ball closed by explaining the term “ specie 
payments : ” “ I t dres not mean for ail I buy 
I receive specie, and for aii I sell I get specie. 
There is not gold aud silver enough in all the 
world to transact the world’s bu»ir.ess for a 
single day, but it means that in settling the 
t alances of commercial business throughout 
the world, as well as between man and man, 
specie m ust be employed, and the nation 
which disregards this rule sinks inevitably 
into discredit and discrace.”

N ew Y o r k , M ay G;h.— A shipwrecked 
mariner, Anton Palo, say s: I slapped from 
Litoch, a French port of the African c:ast, 
M arch 1st, bound f r the M editerranean ; 
the vessel was the French 
war ship La 
Maine, and was commanded by Captain 
B 'an ci; was a -ervant to the Captain ; when 
a few days off the coast w« encountered a 
hurricane ; the vessel was well manned, and 
had 30 soldiers on board, besides the officers ;
